17th district of the state of 
Texas, did on Oct. 4, 1021, as 
unanimous consent to extend his 
remarks in the Congressional 
Records upon the improvements 
in the government printing of- 
fice, which consent was granted 
by the house; and 


"Whereas, under such permis- 


sion the said Thomas L. Blan- 
ton did insert and cause to be 
printed 
in the Congressional 


Record for Saturday, Oct. 22, 
1921, grossly indocent and ob- 
scene .language unworthy, of a 
member of the house of repre- 
sentatives, 
contrary • to 
the 


rules of the house, derogatory 
to its dignity and in violation of 
its confidence, therefore be it 


"Resolved, 
that 
the 
said 


Thomas L. Blanton, by his con- 
duct, has forfeited all rights to 
sit as a representative in the 
67th congress and is hereby ex- 
pelled and declared to be no 
longer a member of this house."

In 1920, 33 Billion Feet 


WASHINGTON,' D.' C.—The lumber 


cut of the U. S. in 1920 was 33,798,- 
800,000 fact, which ia 2.2 per cent less- 
than in 1919, and 27 per cent less than 
the peak in 1907. The average price 
of lumber at the mill increased .to 
$38.42 per thousand, which is a rise 
of 150 per cent since 1010. The iBSre- 
"ate value of the cut is $1,293,000,000. 
These are- the highest annual valua- 
tions ever recorded, but do not indi- 
cate present .conditions. They merely 
reflect the extremely high peak in the 
post-war lumber prices which was 
passed in, the first quarter of 1920. 
These aro the principal statistics ob- 
tained by-the Forest Service, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, in its 1920 
canvass of American sawmills. They 
are based upon reports from 15,978 
active mills out of 23,243 estimated to 
have been in operation. Several thou- 
sand mills cutting less than 50000 
feet were not tabulated, though allow- 
ance was made for their cut.

Give Farm Boys More Attention

I 


N a general way the flow to the cities is 


normal and inevitable. Cheap transporta- 
tion provides the denizens of great cities 


with food at moderate prices. Hundreds of ar- 
ticles that, two generations ago, were home 
made are now factory made and these factories 
are in cities. Power driven machinery on the 
farm releases a part of the rural population 
for other pursuits. So the shift of people from 
the open country to the city has a sound ec- 
onomic basis. 


The.re is abundant evidence, however, that 


conditions have worked to the discouragement 
of agriculture. It would seem that, owing to 
their strategic position, their skill and their 
organization, 
the 
middleman 
between 
the 


farmer and the consumer are rewarded quite out 
of proportion to their services. Too little of 
what the ultimate consumer pays for the farm 
products reaches the farmer. The distribution 
centers have gotten more of the values pro- 
duced by agriculture than is reasonable. 
This 


unhealthy state of affairs has stimulated the 
exodus of the young people from the hard work 
and penny-pinching of the farms to the pros- 
perous easy-going cities. 


We have not measured this evil and we can- 


not say yet how general it is. So we have no 
right to indict all middlemen. But it is certain 
that in many localities the lumber dealers, the 
hardware men, and the implement men are 
skinning the farmers but there are no localities 
in which the farmers arc skinning these middle 
men. 
So the conclusion is irresistible that as | 


a whole the farmers 
are not reaping 'their 


proper reward. 
The remedy seems to be in 


co-operative marketing. 


Another aspect of the flight from the farms 


is that, the country has not been keeping a fair 
share of its brighter boys, and girls.' It has 
been the yonng -people with spirit and initiative 
who have responded to the call of the- distant 
city. Had they stayed on the farm this spirit 
of initiative would1 have shown itself along rural 
lines. They would have been among the first 
in the community to' change their method of 
farming, to introduce some new crop, to em- 
bark on an untried industry or to promote some 
community enterprise. They would have taken 
a stand for good schools, vigorous churches, and 
abundant means of recreation. 


"In certain older parts of the country which 


have been losing their young people to the West 
and the cities for two generations there is a 
visible moral decline. The roads are neglected 
go there is less social intercourse and a smaller 
turnout to school, to church and public events. 
School buildings end grounds have deteriorated. 
The church is in a rut or has even disappeared. 
Frivolity engrosses the young, because ro one 
organizes singing schools, literary societies, or 
debating clubs. Thfe next generation, having

missed the benefits of these communal institu- 
tions shows 
itself 
coarse, sensual and irre- 


sponsible. There is a marked decline in the 
standards of individual and family morality. 
This is an explanation of the 'degeneracy' that 
one finds in certain parts of New England and 
the Middle States. 


The remedy is to make life on the farms more 


attractive. 
There is need of redirecting rural 


education, reinspiring the rural church, multi- 
plying societies of recreative opportunities and 
dispelling the false glamour of the distant city. 
The young people need to be shown that farming 
can be made to pay if one puts brains and 
energy to it. There is no doubt that the 'social 
conditions of the open country, once we put our 
minds to it, can be improved as the social con- 
ditions of our cities have been wonderfully im- 
proved within.the last forty years. 


Since associationism has come to stay there 


-is nothing for it but for farmers and working 
men and professional people to try to catch up 
with the aggressive elements in point of organ- 
izing. They must organize as widely, as closely 
and as earnestly as the elements with' which 
they do business. 


There is the further consideration that the 


average farmer is quite unable to cope with 
the average merchant or banker. Sut when 
farmers are organized their leaders or experts, 
or legal advisors, or legislative representatives 
may be quite as fit and competent men as the 
leaders or experts or legal advisors or legis- 
lative representatives of the implement dealers 
or the grain buyers, or the meat packers. Or- 
ganization, therefore, has an equalizing effect 
upon the elements that organize and brings 
about something like an equilibrium between 
the contending groups.
